The unaersigned affiant, being duly sw^>Hi,..d^poses and says: 

That the affiant, George Watson, is a duly sworn law enforcement officer employed by the 
Hartford Police Department and has over ten years of police experience. The affiant currently 
holds the rank of Detective and is assigned to the Major Crimes Division within the Department. 
The affiant's primary duty is the investigation of violent crime within the City of Hartford 
inclusive of robberies and other cases assigned within the division. The affiant has investigated 
nurrierous cases such as the one set forth herein. 


On 07/07/2011, at approximately 11:49 hours, Hartford Police Patrol Division Unit 13, Officer 
William Smith was dispatched and responded to 55 Forest Street for a reported robbery with a 
firearm. Upon arrival he met with victim Gilbert Vasquez, ^ who stated that he 

came to Hartford to sell his cell phone and was robbed at gun point by two black males. Officer 
Smith stated that Vasquez had been in possession of a legal handgun which he holds a permit for 
and that the handgun was stolen along with his other items. Officer Smith escorted Vasquez to 
the Hartford Police Department Major Crimes Division to be interviewed. 

I spoke in more detail with victim Gilbert Vasquez about the robbery which took place at 50 
Forest Street. Vasquez stated he placed an advertisement on the Craigslist web site to sell his 
AT&T Samsung Infuse 4G cell phone. Vasquez stated that on the morning of 07/07/2011 he 
received text messages and phone calls from an unknown male who wanted to purchase his 
phone. The advertisement asked for $350.00 and the unknown male offered Vasquez $300.00 
and Vasquez accepted. Vasquez stated that he could only remember the last four numbers of the 
male's phone number as "6667". Vasquez stated that the unknown male selected the location of

Hartford High School on Forest Street Hartford, CT. to meet and complete the sale. Vasquez 
stated that when he arrived on Forest Street he contacted the male at the number that ends with 
6667 and was told to pull into the lot across the street from the school at 50 Forest Street. 
Vasquez stated that when he pulled into the lot the later identified Justin Green, DOB 
03/23/1988, a black male with a light complexion, around twenty years old, five foot ten inches 
tall, about one hundred and seventy pounds, wearing a white tee-shirt, and shorts approached his 
vehicle. Vasquez stated that Green told him he was the person interested in purchasing the phone. 
Vasquez asked Green to sit in his vehicle's front passenger seat while he prepared the phone to be 
sold. Vasquez stated that when Green was inside his vehicle he produced a black revolver with a 
long barrel, pointed it at Vasquez's head, and told him, “you know what this is, turn off the 
ignition, take out the keys and drop them on the floor, and lift your shirt”. Vasquez stated that 
Green then took his cell phone off his lap, pulled his two diamond earrings out of his ears, and 
reached into his waistband and took his Springfield Armory XDM .40 caliber handgun and 
holster. Vasquez stated that he then saw another black male later identified as Xavier Williams, 
DOB 11/14/1991, who had a dark complexion, about twenty years old, heavy build over two 
hundred pounds, wearing a grey tee-shirt with white lettering, and shorts, approaching his 
vehicle. Vasquez stated that Green said “that's my partner, don't move.” Vasquez stated that 
Williams entered the driver's side rear seat of his vehicle and started searching through his back 
seat items (gym bag etc.). Vasquez stated that both Green and Williams were asking him where 
his money was and if he had any drugs that they could take. Vasquez stated that as Green and 
Williams exited his vehicle he asked them to Ipave his gun a distance from the car and that he 
would get it after they were gone. Vasquez stated that Green and Williams threw his car keys 
under the passenger seat, told him not to leave for thirty seconds or they would start shooting, 
and then ran away. Vasquez stated that he waited a few moments then went and looked for his 
gun, but realized that the Green and Williams had taken it. 

I contacted Vasquez's cell phone provider, AT&T wireless and completed an exigent 
circumstances form for his phone records for number 860-978-1622. AT&T provided me with 
Vasquez's phone information which showed that number 860-841-6667 was the number used by 
the suspects to contact Vasquez. I checked phone number 860-841-6667 through the fone finder 
website which showed that AT&T was the service provider. I contacted AT&T wireless and 
completed an exigent circumstances form for number 860-841-6667.'AT&T provided me with 
the subscriber information which showed that Sabra Mayo of 126 Clark Street # A, Hartford, CT.

was the subscriber and the e-mail contact was: XWILLIAMS4566@YAHOO.COM. The 
mobility usage for 860-841-6667 showed that there was contact with Vasquez's number 
860-978-1622 on the morning of 7/7/11.1 checked number 860-841-6667 through the Hartford 
Police Department case incidents. Case incidents showed that number 860-841-6667 was 
associated with Xavier Williams, DOB 11/14/1991, of 126 Clark Street #A Hartford, CT. 

I checked the Hartford Police Department in house computer system which showed that Williams 
had juvenile booking photos with the Hartford Police Department Juvenile Investigation 
Division. Detective N. Mordasiewicz of the Juvenile Investigation Division prepared a photo 
array consisting of eight photos of similar looking black males including that of Xavier Williams, 
11/14/1991. Vasquez was shown the array after the appropriate instructions were given to him. 
Vasquez immediately pointed to photo number 3 and stated, “Number three was the guy outside 
with the guy that had the gun pointed at me. Number three is the guy that got in the back seat of 
my car.” At this point Vasquez circled, signed, and dated photo number three. 

Photo number three is, in fact, that of Xavier Williams, DOB 11/14/1991, of 126 Clark Street #A 
Hartford, CT. as confirmed by Hartford Police Department records. 

On 07/07/2011, Detective D. Richter and I located Williams at 17-19 Barbour Street. There were 
a number of individuals present at 17-19 Barbour Street that were checked through the Hartford 
Police PD info 1 channel. Justin Green did not have identification and was identified by calling 
(860-523-9335) Tommie Williams, . who is the person Justin Green lives with at 

792 Capitol Avenue 3"^^ Hartford, CT. (Green's identity was also confirmed at a later date through 
his CT. ID) Williams was taken to the Hartford Police Department Major Crimes where he was 
interviewed. When we arrived at the Major Crimes Division I searched Williams and located an 
AT&T HTC Inspire cell phone in his pocket. Williams stated that the phone was his and that the 
number was 860-841-6667. The phone was taken as evidence. 

On 07/07/2011, during a post Miranda interview Williams completed a voluntary written 
statement, which can be summarized as; he called a guy (Vasquez) about a phone that was for 
sale on Craigslist and told Vasquez to meet him on Forest Street Hartford, CT. During the calls 
with Vasquez he agreed that he was going to trade his cell phone and some money for Vasquez's 
phone. On 07/07/2011, Williams met Green and told him he was buying a phone. Williams stated

The 
mobility usage for 860-841-6667 showed that there was contact with Vasquez's number 
860-978-1622 on the morning of 7/7/11.1 cheeked number 860-841-6667 through the Hartford 
Police Department case incidents. Case incidents showed that number 860-841-6667 was 
associated with Xavier Williams, DOB 11/14/1991, of 126 Clark Street #A Hartford, CT. 


I checked the Hartford Police Department in house computer system which showed that Williams 
had juvenile booking photos with the Hartford Police Department Juvenile Investigation 
Division. Detective N. Mordasiewicz of the Juvenile Investigation Division prepared a photo 
array consisting of eight photos of similar looking black males including that of Xavier Williams, 
11/14/1991.
